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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicants' arguments filed on 1 1/22/04 with respect to claims 66-127 have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. 

2. Claims 66-127 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Amini et 
al., (hereinafter referred to as "Amini"), as was set forth in the Office Action of 8/3 1/04. 

3. The Applicants present two arguments contending the Examiner's rejection of claims 66- 
127 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Amini et al, (hereinafter referred to as 
"Amini"), as was set forth in the Office Action of 8/3 1/04. However, after a careful 
consideration of the arguments presented the Examiner must respectfully disagree and maintain 
the rejection for the reasons that follow. 

Firstly, the Applicants argue that Amini fails to disclose the generation of "variable speed 
commands" as in the claims (Amendment of 1 1/22/04: page 19, lines 1-13). The Examiner 
respectfully disagrees. The citation in question discloses PTZ (pan, tilt, and zoom) camera 
control commands which are all variable speed commands in that they can be executed at 
different speeds (see Applicants' own claim 73), such as a fast pan versus a slow gradual pan 
(Amini: column 7, lines 50-63). The camera control presets control the varying speeds of the 
executed commands especially since the end user can specify the pauses in camera movement 
between the presets (Amini: column 8, lines 17-21). It is further noted than since camera control 
can be executed in real time versus non-real time (Amini: column 15, lines 45-50), or a variation 
in control speed of the camera by means of the camera control scrollbars also results in a 
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generated variable speed control command (Amini: column 15, lines 55-67; column 16, lines 1- 
21). Accordingly, the Examiner maintains that this limitation is met. 

Secondly, the Applicants argue that Amini fails to provide the generated variable speed 
control commands to the camera (Amendment of 1 1/22/04: page 19, lines 14-21; page 20, lines 
1-12). The Examiner respectfully disagrees. It is noted that the configuration filed would record 
the various variable speed control commands provided to the camera to initiate the image 
capture. Furthermore, the actual providing of the commands to the camera would be provided to 
the camera by using the provided camera control code string to a controller camera (Amini: 
column 17, lines 30-67; column 18, lines 1-23) by means of the user interface (Amini: column 
15, lines 30-67). Accordingly, the Examiner maintains that this limitation is met, as well.
